This Statement is filed in response to the Examiner's Interview Summary 
issued on September 27, 2004 in the above-identified application. The Examiner's Interview 
Summary set a one-month period for filing this Statement, expiring October 27, 2004. 

During the interview, the undersigned representative presented arguments 
largely along the Unes of those set forth in the Remarks section of the Amendment filed on 
August 23, 2004.
